“We must thank God for America 
most,” he said, “that we have a heri- 
tage, that we have an atmosphere, 
that we have the place and the oppor- 
tunity in which to develop a soul.”: 

Iustrating development of nn na- 
tional soul, he told of a recent inel- 
dent in Egypt. In an attempt to 
rescue n baby girl from the Nile, an 
Egyptian student had lost his life. 
Parents, friends, all Egypt crlled him 
a “fool.” Only his fellow students 
saw the heroism of it. In the act 
itself and the understanding of the 
students, Rev. Calhoun snuw_ the 
awakening. of u soul for Bgypt.
